banners with inscriptions telling some 
of the things the order stands for 
[ One banner bore the iscription: “One 
government, one 
flag, 
one wife.” 
These signs drew applause from va­ 
rious sections of the crowd as they 
passed. 
Just after the parade, a speaker 
of the klan made an address to the 
large crowd from the court house 
steps, telling tile many things for 
which the klan stood. 
His remarks 
were received with applause as ho 
stressed the different patriotic prin­ 
ciples of the order. 
The speaker was 
masked as he began his remarks, but 
after explaining why the klansmen 
wore masks, he pulled off his hood 
with tile remark that few were privi­ 
leged to unmask. 
Tile speaker stated 
that the klan stood first for tho 
United States government and tho 
constitution, and was an organization 
which eould be joined only by native- 
born white protestants of good c h a r­ 
acter. 
Here he told of the great 
need of the organization of those of 
protestant faith, stating that this was 
a testing time for the religion of 
Jesus Christ, and that the klan had 
for its purpose the defnse and growth 
of this religion. 
He spoke of tho 
insidious enemies which were now 
trying to tear down the American 
government and th** free school sys­ 
tem, and said that the purpose of tho 
klan was to ferret out these enemies 
and send them hack to the country 
from which they came. 
He stressed 
the importance of strict immigration 
laws in order to stop the flow of low- 
grade foreigners into our country. 
The speaker stated that the klan was 
endeavoring to put the Bible back 
into the public school that the rising 
generation might be taught the true 
faith of our fathers.

many tenets of the klan explained 
by the speaker werer Closer relation 
and 
better understanding between

capital;
